FCC STOPS RENEWAL REMINDERS 
————_—_—_—_——— 


As of October 22, the FCC has ceased issuing Form 610R 
license expiration notices-reminders to hams that their 
tickets are going to expire within the next 90 days and that 
they must request renewal. The last notices sent by FCC 
covered into February 1997, although the specific date was 
not available. A Form 610R for renewal must be returned by 
mail only to the FCC. An FCC Public Notice is expected 
within a few days. 


The demise of the Form 610R means that hams--whose 
licenses are issued for ten-year periods--must take the 
initiative to remember the renewal date of their tickets and 
file a Form 610. An FCC spokesman in Gettysburg says the 
Commission hopes to have a Form 610 available soon on the 
World Wide Web to permit on-line renewals.
